Died, nt $a amore Creek, on Friday morning, 
the 17 gf De®ember, 1802, Bewsamin Lear, 
82 years of age, aod was interred, the follow- 
ing day, on his. own land. 
It is presumed that no man ever deceas- 
ed, within the limits of Portsmouth, who 
deserved the name of a hermit more than 
the subject of this communication. 
The farm, on which he lived, and which 
he owned, was of sufficient extent and fer- 
tility to have supported a large family, with 
proper management, in a comfortable man- 
ner; but he had long imbibed the idea, 
that he should live to need and spend the 
whole. 
For more than twenty years, he dwelt 
entirely alone in a hut, which scarcely any 
one would have thought decent for a barn. 
He made his own garments, which were in 
& fashion peculiar to himself. He tiiled his 
land, milked his cows, and make his butter 
and cheese; but subsisted principally on 
potatoes and milk. Owing, no duuht, to 
his simple and temperate mode of living, 
he exhibited, at the age of eighty-two, a 
face freer from wrinkles, than is generally 
seen in those of fifty. 
He always spoke of the town, where he 
made his appearance once or twice a year, 
under the name of the Bank, a term by 
which Portsmouth was known in the early 
days of his grand-parents, by way of a- 
bridgment, for Strawberry Bank, the an- 
cient name of the place. 
His mother lived to be more than a hun- 
dred years of age, and died in the cottage, 
which her son inherited from his parents. 
When she was at the age of 102 years, 
some people visited her, on a certain day 
and while they were with her, the bell was 
heard to toll fora funeral. The old wo- 
man burst out in tears, and said, ‘“ Oh, 
when will the bell toll forme! It seems 
to me that the bell will never toll for me. 
{ am afraid that I shall never die.” 
Mr. Lear, although repeatedly invited, 
and urged to repair to some of his neigh- 
bours to spend the winter, where he might 
be comfortable, absolutely declined, alle- 
ging that he had every thing he wanted. 
He would not suffer any one to spend a 
night in his house or to take care of him in 
his last illness. For several weeks before 
his death, he was in a feeble state of health ; 
but with those comfortable accommoda- 
tions, which were abundant in his power, 
he might perhaps have lived to the age of 
his mother. 
On thursday night, the evening before his 
death, the cold was so extreme that the 
mercury in Farenheit’s thermometer fell to 
four degrees below nought. In the evening 
he was so well as to be laying out his busi- 
ness for the ensuing spring; but, in the 
morning he was unable to rise. He had 
his senses ; but soon expired. Almost any 
one else would, in similar circumstances, 
have been totally frozen long before morn- 
ing. According to his usual custom, he 
was without a shred of linen on his back ; 
but was clad in an old tattered cloth garb, 
and his only covering for the night, besides, 
was asmail ragged blanket, and his bed 
was a parcel of straw ! on

REMARKABLE 4NSTANCE OF HUMAN 

PRESERVATION. 

The mine called Godbehere’s Founder, 
has been rendered memorable from an ce- 
currence that took place there five and 
twenty years ago. ‘Two men, named Bow- 
den aud Pearson, were working in the mine, 
at different depths, when the earth and wa- 
ter suddenly rusied in upon them, and in 
one moment turied them alive in the 
the deep recess below. On the third 
day after the accident happened, Pear- 
son was found dead amongst the rubbish, 
and the mev who were employed in clearing 
away the earth that had choked up the en- 
trance into the mine, had now so little hopes 
of finding Boden vlive, that they were 
scarcely at all disposed to persevere in their 
exertions.—They were, however, prevailed 
upon to proceed, until on the eighth day of 
their labours they distinctly heard. Bowden’s 
signal, and ascertained that he was living. 
They now worked with greater energy, but 
more care, for a few hours longer, when 
they found the object of their search, veak 
and almost exhausted, but still in existence, 
and fully sensible of the miraculous nature 
of his escape. His recovery from the ef- 
fects of his premature entombment was 
slow and effectual, and he returned to his 
usual employment in about fourteen weeks, 
and lived many yeers afterwards. When 
this accident took place Boden was in the 
lower part of the mine; Pearson was at a 
windlass in the drift above, when the earth 
rushed suddenly upon him, and he was 
found dead amongst the mass. Boden’s sit- 
vation was equally perilous, but tke earth 
was stopped in its fall by a projection 
which considerably oarrowed the shaft 
where he was.—Thus circumstanced, with 
no prospect before him but death, this poor 
man passed eight days in this narrow cell, 
without light or food, or wherewithal to 
quench his thirst, which he felt more than 
any other deprivation. Hunger he bore 
with fortitude ; thirst was intolerable ; and 
during the whole of his{confinement he was 
sufficiently sensible to feel all the horrors of 
his situation. He likewise suffered greatly 
from cold, but having a few yards to move 
in, he found a windlass, and exercised him- 
self in turning it; but, by some mishap, the 
handle fell into the deep vacuity beneath, 
and he could not recover it again. Depriv- 
ed of this means of employment, he still 
found something to do. In the shaft where 
he was imprisoned, a rope was suspended 
over his head ; he clambered up it, and work- 
ing at the earth above him, he loosend a 
portion of it from its lodgments, which fell 
into the chasm at his feet. While thus en- 
gaged he imagined he heard the noise of 
men laboring for his release ; he listened, 
and was almost breathless with anxiety. The 
sound, for a time, instead of invigorating, 
only paralized his exertions ; bat while in 
this situation, he yet contrived to make the 
signal that he was alive, distinctly heard 
and understood. Shortly afterwards, he 
once more saw the light of heaven, and hu- 
man faces gazing upon him, as if they had 
actually beheld a Gead man rising from the 

He was, in- 
deed, little better than the apparition of a 
man ; eight days of mental and bodily suf- 
fering had reduced him to a skeleton, and 
the pallid hue and altered expression of his 
countenance, had-neasly obliterated his per- 
sonal identity.

An interesting Anecdote related by the 
Captain of a Davenport Guineaman. 
The bosom of the ocean was extremely

His escape I now consi- 
dered impossible, his destruction inevitable, 
and I applied to Johnson how we should 
act, who like myself, affirmed the impossi- 
bility to save him, and instantly seized up- 
on a loaded carbine, to shoot the poor fel 
low before he fell into the jaws of the mon- 
ster. I did not, however, consent to this, 
but waited with horror, the tragedy we an- 
ticipated—yet, willing to do all in my pow- 
er, 1 ordered the boat to be hoisted, and 
we fired two shot at the approaching alliga- 
tor, but without effect, for they glided over 
his scaly covering like hailstones, ona ti- 
led penthouse, and the progress of the crea- 
ture was by no means impeded. The 
teport of the piece and the soise of the 
blacks trom the sloop soon made Campbell 
acquainted with his danger—he saw the 
creature making for him, and with all the 
strength and skill he was master of, made 
for the shore. And now the moment arri- 
ved in which a scene was exhibited beyond 
the power of my humble pen perfectly to de- 
scribe. On approaching within a very short 
distance of some canes and shrubs that cov- 
ered the bank, while closely pursued by 
the alligator, a fierce and ferocious tiger 
sprung towards him, at the instant the jaws 
of his first enemy were extended to devour 
him. At this awful moment, Campbell 
was preserved. The eager tiger by over- 
leaping him, encotimtered the gripe of the 
amphibious monster. 

A.gonflict then ensaed—the water was 
covered with the blood of the tiger, whose 
efforts to tear the scaly covering of the alli- 
gator were unavailing, while the latter had 
also the advantage of kceping his adversa- 
ry uader water, by which the victory was 
presently obtained. They both sunk to 
the bottom, and we saw no more of the al- 
ligator, Campbell was recovered, and iu- 
stanily conveyed on board, be spake not 
while in the boat, though his danger had 
completely sobered him; but the moment 
he leaped on deck, fell on his knees and re- 
turned thanks to the Providence who had 
so yrotected him, and what is most singu- 
lar, from that moment to the time Iam 
writing, has never veen seen the least intox- 
icated, nor has ever been heard to utter a 
single oath. If ever there was a periectly 
reformed being in the universe, Campbell 
is the man.

rhinoceros is attended with danger, he cer- 
tainly had some reason t be proud, when 
he had in one day killed two of these formi- 
dable animals. 


His account of the affair was, that when 
they came to the place where the bush-men 
expected to find them, the animals had chan- 
ged their ground;§ but it was not long before 
they discovered no fewer than four, feeding 
quietly on the bushes in another part of the 

plain. They advanced towards the crea- 

tures, at various distances, according to each 

man’s courage, but Speelman came the first 

within shot, and wounded one mortally. 

The other people coming up, fired till it 

had received seven balls, when it fell dead. 
He then went in pursuit of the other ani- 

mals, which had fled over the hills, and hav- 

ing discovered one jn the middle of the open 

plain, approached fortunately unperceived, 

and brought it down with a single ball: nor 

did he fail with exultation to remark. that he 

had on that day fired off his gon but twice, 

and at each time had killed a rhinoceros. 


This was not the first rhinoceros which 
Speelman had shot in the course of his life ; 
and to prove his knowledge of these animals, 
and to save me the trouble of asking him 
questions, he voluntarily commusicated all 
that hehad learnt by his own experience. 
Their smell, said he, 1s so keen and nice, 
that they know, even at a great distance, 
whether any man be coming towards them, 
and on the first suspicion of this, take to 
flight. Therefore it is only by approaching 
them from against the wind, or from the 
leeward , that the hunter can ever expect to 
get within muskat shot. Yet, ia doing this, 
he must move silently, and cautiously, so as 
not to make the least noise in the bushes, as 
he passes through them ; otherwise their 
hearing is so exceedingly quick, that they 
would instantly take alarm, and move far 
away to some more undisturbed spot. But 
the dangerous part of the business, is, that 
when they are thus disturbed, they some- 
times becomes furious, and take it into their 
head to destroy their enemy: and then, if 
they once get sight of the hunter, it is im- 
Possible for him to escape, unless he pos- 
sess a degree of coolness and presence of 
mind, which, in such a ease, is not always to 
be found. Yet, if he will quietly wait till 
the enraged animal make a run at him, and 
will then spring suddenly on one side to let 
it pass, he may gain time enough for reload- 
ing his gun, before the rhinoceros get sight 
of him again; which, fortunately, it does 
slowly and with difficulty. The knowledge 
of this imperfection of sight, whici is occa- 
sioned perhaps by the excessive smalluess 
of the aperture of the eye (its greatest length 
being enly one inch) in proportion to the 
bulk of the animal, encourages the hunter to 
advance without taking much pains to con- 
ceal himself ; and by attending to the! usual 
precautions just mentioned, he may safety 
approach within mnsket shot. This crea- 
ture seems to take as much pleasure in wal- 
lowing in the mire as a hog. As far as my 
own experience enables me to speak, I can 
attest the correctness of Speelman’s remarks 
The present animal wasa male of a large 
size, but being nearly cut up when I arrived, 
I was anable to ascertain its particular di- 
mensions. No hair whatever was to be seen 
upon it, except at the edge of the cars, and 
on the extremity of the tail. Our bullets, 
though cast with an a imixture of tin to ren- 
der them harder, were flattened, or bent 
out of shape, by striking against the bones : 
but those which were found lodged ia the 
fleshy parts, had preserved their proper 
form ; a fact which shows how litile the 
hardness of this creature’s hide corresponds 
with the vulgar opigian, of its being impen- 
etrable to a musket ball. It is however to 
be admitted, that bullets of pure lead, fired 
from: too great a distance or with too weak 
a charge of powder, will sometimes fail to 
penetrate the skia and fall flattened from 
the animal’s side, should they happen to 
strike one of the thicker parts of the side,or 
where a coating of mud has dried fast upon 
it. This skin, when dry and formed into 
shields, may possibly tura a ball; as it is 
then become so much harder than when a- 
tive. In cutting up this rhinoceros, my 
people found one bullet more than they had 
fired; but it appeared to have fain in the 
flesh a considerable time. This animal 
therefore had probably formerly lived with- 
iu the Colony, but having beea hunted and 
wounded by the boors, it had, thongh in 
vain, sought refuge beyond the boundary. 
On each side of the carcass the Hotten- 
tots had made a fire to warm themselves : 
and round a third fire, not fewer than 24 
Bushmen were assembled, most of whom 
were actively employ:d the whole nighs 
long in broiling, eating and talking. I watch- 
ed them with astonishment; it seemed that

With taese convictions 
upon the mind, and with a sincere, honest 
effoft to practice upon them, and with the 
aid ofa divine blessing, which is promised 
ito it, the approaches to perfection may at 
least be so great, as nearly to answer all the 
ends that absolute perfection itself could at- 
tain.”
